Charleston’ sent boats to the aid of 
persons huddled in their homes, often 
on scaffolds built in the houses to 
keep the ’famtly above the water.

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MacVeigh Wants Paper 
Money Made Smaller 





Secretary Would Reduce Size of 
All Greenbacks One-Third— 


New Designs Uniform. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh, will recom- 
mend to Congress soon that the paper 
money of the United States be sub- 
stantially reduced in size and every de- 
nomination made uniform in design. It 
is contemplated to make all notes 6 by 
2% inches. Present dimensions are 7.28 
by 3.04 inches. 

The proposed plan would reduce the 
number of designs for the United States 
notes and gold and silver certificates 
frum 19 to 9. 

Secretary MacVeagh estimates. that 
the changes would result in a saving 
of more than $600,u~ annually. 

The Secretary of the Treasury coull 
make the innovations with respect to 
the United States notes and certificates 
without congressional assent, but it re- 
quires legislative authority to change 
the design of the national bank notes. 
A uniform national bank note, instead 
of the multiplicity of designs now in 
use by the 7,000 banks, will be proposed.

last Tuesday against the tax assessment 
of her estate, upon which she had made 
no return. 

Through her attorney, Judge G. W. 
Lubke, she raised for the first time be- 
fore the board the point of the constitu- 
tionality of the taxation of notes secured 
by deeds of trust on real estate, of which 
She holds a total of $164,671.08. It was 
argued by Judge Lubke that such notes 
have no value beyond that which comes 
from the real estate itself, upon which 
taxes are already paid by the owners, 
and that the taxing of the secured notes 
would amount to a double taxation, 
which is unconstitutional. 

This point now remains to be settled 
by the assessment of the estate which 
Miss Soeker inherited from her uncle, 
Carl Soeker, who died about two years 
ago. 

Bond Is Inspected. 

Miss Soeker herself spoke not one 
word during the hearing. 

Her attorney explained that her other 
property consisted of $30,000 in Philfp- 
pine bonds, which are not taxable, and 
$5000 in r@al estate. 

Judge Hickman P. Rodgers, attorney 
for the Board of Equalization, asked 
Judge Lubke upon what authority he

one of the bonds for inspection. 4 


Miss Soeker took from a silver mesh 
purse a $10,000 Philippine bond, gorgeous 
in gold and red decorations. Her attor- 
ney passed it to Judge Rodgers, and 
then, in turn, it was inspected by the 
members of the board. The bond itself 
states that it is nontaxable, by authori- 
ty of the United States Government. 

Although Miss Soeker remained silent 
throughout these proceedings, she kept 
a close watch on her $10,000 Philippine 
bond, and, at the close of its inspection, 
held out ner hand for its return and 
carefully replaced it in her purse. 

Assessment on Estate. 

Miss Soeker’s total estate is as- 
sessed at $199,671,08. She was early 
in reporting at the Board of Equali- 
zation, arriving at 9 a. m., and then 
having to wait two hours for a hear- 
ing. 

She wore a natty gray spring suit, 
a black hat trimmed with white lace 
and having a handsome white plume; 
diamond ear-rings, a gold necklace,

SHREVEPORT, La., April 9.—Thomas 


Miles, a negro, 29 years old, was lynched 
near the city limits today. The body 
was found swinging from a tree and 
had been riddled with bullets. 

Miles was accused of having written 


letters to a white girl, but proof was 
lacking when he was arraigned in court 
yesterday and he was dismissed. 

The authorities were ignorant of the 
lynching until notified at 6 o’clock this 
morning by C. J. McElroy, a machinist, 
who discovered the body. 

Last night Miles was released from 
the city jail, where he had been held 
since Sunday night. suspected of writ- 
ing the improper communication which 
he in person delivered to the young 
lady’s rooming house. He claimed that 
a white man sent him with the letters, 
but the handwriting corresponded close- 
ly to his own. 

The young lady was invited to meet 
the writer, signed, ‘‘F.. Jones,” and 
have cold drinks and a general good 
time. 

As there was no positive evidence that 
Miles wrote the communication and in 
crder to avoid a trial that would cause 
the young lady humiliation, the police 
released Miles, warning him to leave 
Shrevesport at once. 

It is believed somebody was on watch 
near the jail, saw him leave there, and 
then passed the word to the members 
of the mob, which probably consisted 
of less than a dozen men. It is suspect-

AUTOMOBILE FLIGHT 
LAW IS UPHELD 


State Supreme Court Refuses to 
Quash the Proceeding Against 


Kneedler. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 9.—The 
Supreme Court in bane today denied 
the application filed yesterday by 
Forrest C. Kneedler requiring Judge 
Withrow of the St. Louis Criminal 
Court to quash a proceeding against 
him based upon a complaint brought 
under the criminal section of the new 
automobile law. 

Kneedler, who is a livestock com- 
mission man of Bast St. Louis, IIl., 
was a passenger in an automobile 
that struck and killed a negro pedes- 
trian on the Eads Bridge last Octo- 
ber. The charge against him was that 
he advised the driver to go ahead 
and not identify himself or the num- 
ber of the car, as required by the act. 
Kneedler attacked the validity of 
this section on the ground it requires 
a principal or second in an automo- 
bile accident to furnish information 
against himself which might be used 
to convict him in a criminal proceed- 
ing. 

Judge Withrow held this section to 
be valid and the ruling today, al- 
though no opinion was filed, is taken 
to mean that the higher court con- 
curs in the view.

E. G. Lewis, on the stand Tuesday as 
his own witness, told the jury that he 
put everything he possessed, including 
his home and his life insurance policies, 
into the Lewis enterprises in his efforts 
to save the Investors.

Lewis, who is on trial on a charge of 
using the mails to defraud, testified 


that he mortgaged his lhme in Univer- 
sity City for $35,000, and turned the 
money over to the Reorganization Com- 
mittee.

Had to Put Up Deposit. 

Lewis told the jury how he had 
dreamed of building up what he consid- 
ered the greatest publishing business in 
the world, of making the American 
Woman's League the most successful 
subscription agency ever devised, and of 
having many powerful organizations, the 
Typographical Union among them, estab- 
lish headquarters, at University City. 

Telling of his actual work in connec- 
tion with his various University City 
enterprises, Lewis said he scarcely ever 
finished his day’s work before midnight. 
And then, as an extra labor, he wrote 
each night an article to be printed in 
the Woman’s National Daily the fol- 
lowing day, “telling just what he was 
doing and how.”’ 

Got Idea of Debenture. 

It was after writing one of these ar- 
ticles one night, he said, that he got 
the idea for the debenture system which 
he later put into execution. He ex- 
plained that by this system each person 
sending in $100 received a membership 
in the American Woman's League, val- 
ued at $100, and one of the debenture 
bonds. The membership in the league 
actually cost the league only $15, he 
said. 

He then told of writing an article for 
the National Dally, headed “Article of 
Solution,” and explaining the debenture 
system. It was this article, he said, 
which was signed by L. B. Tebbetts, 
chairman of the Board of Trustees of the 
Lewis Publishing Co. He said it was 
understood by the board that he was to 
write the grticle for Tebbetts and that 
in writing it, he tried to put himself in 
Tebbetts’ place and frame of mind. He 
said Tebbetts corrected the article in 
the proof, although at first “they” 
would not believe that Lewis had writ- 
ten it. He did not explain whom he 
meant by “they.” 

Lewis sald he arrived at a basis on 
which to figure the debenture system 
by means of a consolidated balance 
sheet of the assets and liabilities of the 
Lewis companies. This showed, he said, 
that there was ‘“‘so much” owing on the 
6 per cent bonds, ‘‘so much” on the 7 
per cent bonds, and “so much” for mis- 
cellaneous ind@btednesses, the total 
amounting to about $3,000,000, exclusive 
of inter-company debts. 

Assets of $8,000,000. 

The assets of all the Lewis compa- 
nies, as he figured them, amounted to 
between $8,000,000 and $9,000,000. Attor- 
ney Houts wanted to know in what he 
based this estimate.

Disturbance, Discharged by 
Judge Kimmel.

Peter Demate, an orator for the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, was dis- 
charged in Judge Kimmel’s court Tues- 


day, where he was accused of disturb- 
ing the peace by making a speech. 

The reason for the Court’s action was 
that the policeman who arrested him 
testified he ‘stopped Demate from 
speaking before he got started.’ After 
mildly admonishing the man he mustn't 
blockade the sidewalks, telling him his 
speeches were not Socialistic, but an- 
archistic and inflammatory, Judge Kim- 
mel advised Demate to hire a hall and 
speak to his heart’s content. 

Patrolman Lange was the only wit- 
ness examined. He said that a crowd of 
some 200 or 300 persons had congregated 
at Broadway and Market streets, that 
he ordered the crowd to cléar the side- 
walks and that Demate ‘‘got mean,’’ in- 
sisting that the Constitution guaranteed 
him the right of free speech. 

Lange declared that when he ar- 
rested the man the crowd began to 
cry “Soak him!” “Lynch him!” and 
to throw bricks at the policeman. 


Demate advanced upon him, he added, 
and he rapped the 


man across the 
legs with his stick. Before he got 
the man out of the crowd, the police- 
draw his 
revolver. 

“But what did this man do?” Judge 
Kimmel asked him, 

“I didn’t give him a chance to try 
to speak,” Lange replied. “I broke it 
up right away.” 

Judge Kimmel] told him he should have 
charged Demate with obstructing traffic 
and not with disturbing the peace. He 
told Demate the courts had no wish to 
restrict his right of free speech so long 
as he does not make speeches that will 
incite riots. 

Monday Judge Kimmel fined Carle 
Reve, another Industrial Workers of the 
World orator, 0 and gave him hours 
to leave town. 

Capt. Schwartz, commanding Central

TA-RA-RA-BOOM 
Dt-AY POLICEMAN 
Dic FROM BULLET 


Schleifstein, Shot Year and Half 
Ago by Negro Burglar on 
Levee, Succumbs. 





Patrolman Frank H. Schlelifstein of the 
Central District died at his Sore, 2857 
Wisconsin avenue, Tuesday. He had 
been ill @ year and a half ag a result 
of being shot in the groin by a negro 
burglar whem he attempted to capture 
on the levee. : 

There is a tradition in the Police De- 
partment that Schleifstein was the in- 
spiration of the famous song, ‘‘Ta-ra-ra 
Boom de Ay.”’ According to this story, 
Schleifstein, while walking a Morgan 
street beat in 1890, was such a terror 
to negroes that they composed a song, 
the refrain of which was: 

Look out, look out, stay off the street, 
Officer Schleifstein’s on his beat, 
Ta-ra-ra Boom de Ay. 

Many other traditions about this song 
exist. Nearly all agree that it originated 
in St. Louis. 

Schleifstein was 6 feet 3% inches tail. 
He was 52 years old. He joined the force 
in 1889.

STRIKERS ENJOINED 
FROM INTERFERING 





Nearly 400 More Workmen Go 
Out and Union Officials Ex- 





The strike situation at Hamilton- 
Brown shoe factories became more 
acute Tuesday when the ynion or- 
ganizers called out between 300 and 
400 men and the company obtained a 
temporary restraining order from 
Judge ‘Hitchcock commanding the 
strikers not to interfere with persons 


employed. to take their places. 

The injunction was directed against 
the United Shoeeworkers of America 
and 120 individuals, including Percy 
©. Turner, head of the shoeworkers’ 
association and Grant Smith, a St. 
Louis leader. No time limit was set 
on the duration of the order, the writ 
instructing the defendants. to await 
further orders of the court. 

Turner told a reporter for the Post- 
Dispateh that the men who walked out 
Tuesday were experts, and he declared 
that the company would find it almost 
impossible to replace them. He said 
that to take the places of the strikers 
the company is employing unskilled for- 
eign laborers and paying them 15 cents 
an hour to learn the work. In this he 
found hope for the success of the strike, 
he said. 

Greatiy Hamper One Plant. 
“Thig will hamper the American Gen- 
tleman plant especially,”’ he said. ‘‘The 
shoes cannot be- turned out by unskilled 
workmen. Our organization practically 
includes all the available workmen of 
the ability needed for this work. I don't 
see how we can fail.”’ 

Turner blamed the Hamiiton-Brown 
company for the strike. He said that 
the union men submitteé a scale which 
would provide for an 8 per cent increase 
and that the company replied by com- 
piling a scale showing a wage cut of 
16 per cent. He declared the company 
had refused to recognize its employes’ 
right to strike and had refused to recog- 
nize the organization. 
In sympathy with the strike of the 
union men it is said by the leaders that 
hundreds of unorganized employes at the 
Sunlight factory, Ninth and Marion 
streets, have arranged to strike. Turner 
saye that the wages paid at this plant 
are the lowest in any shoe factory in 
the United States or Canada, and, so far 
as he can learn, anywhere else. He says 
men get only $8 or $9 a week, while 
women and girls earn only $4 or $5 a 
week. 

Expect 8000 te Go Out. 
That 2000 or 3000 persons will be in- 
volved in the strike unless the company 
yields is a prediction at the headquarters 
of the Shoeworkers’, Association, 2714 
Olive street. Turner declared that the 
American Gentleman and Jefferson and 
Randolph factories were practically 
closed. With the higher type of skilled 
workmen out of the way, he argued 
there will not be enough to keep the less 
skilled employed, and they, too, will 
have to quit. 
A call was made at the Hamiiton- 
Brown factory .Tuesday for A. D. 
Brown to get his statement about 
the situation. The reply was that 
neither Brown nor any person with 
authority to speak for him was in.

Otto Stifel, candidate for 
committeeman, will in all likelihood 
go down defeat along with the 
Taft forces in the state convention 
it looks now as if Thomas K. Nied- 
ringhaus or Dr E. B, Clements of 
Macon, will be put forward by the 
Roosevelt forces who will apparently 
have things their own way.

United States Senator Stone, one of 
Speaker Champ Clark’s field managers, 
held conferences in St. Louis Tuesday 
at the Planters Hotel with several of 
Clark’s local and State managers. Sen- 
ator Stone spent the past 10 days in IIli- 
nois campaigning for Clark. 

“If Clark wins a decisive victory in the 
Illinois primaries today, I think it will 
about settle the Democratic presidential 
contest,’’ said Senator Stone. “I think 
Clark will win a majority of the dele- 
gates, but I cannot tell. 

‘“*‘Woodrow Wilson made a strong fight 
in Illinois and Ras many strong men 
supporting him in the primaries. It 
seems likely that Clark will get some 
of the Illinois delegates and Wilson 
some. The candidate getting the great- 
est number of votes, under the new 
primary law, will be entitled to the 
State’s delegates-at-large. 

Arkansas for Clark, 

“Under this law the congressional 
district is the unit, instead of the 
state. Delegates to the national con- 
vention are elected by. each congres- 
sional district, just as the Republi- 
cans have been electing their dele- 
gates for years. The old unit rule 
system is destroyed by the Illinois 
primary.” 

Jerry South, Clark’s Arkansas cam- 
paign manager, met Senator Stone, 
Ed Glenn, Lon V. Stephens and other 
Clark leaders at the Planters Hotel 
Tuesday. South said that Clark was 
sure to get the 18 Arkansas delegates 
at the state convention, June 6. Of 
the 580 delegates, South said 300 were 
instructed for Clark, three for Wil- 
son, none for Harmon, and the others 
uninstructed. 

Republican Primaries, 

The Republican city primaries to elect 
245 delegates to the Republican State 
Convention, to be held in St. Louis 
April %, and delegates to the Tenth, 
Eleventh and Twelfth Congressional Dis- 
trict conventions, will be held in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County Wednes- 
day. The polls will be open in two 
precinct polling places in each ward 
from 1 p. m. to 8 p. m. 

The Roosevelt leaders have delega- 
tions filed in but seven of the 28 wards 
of the city. The Taft leaders are claim- 
ing at least 200 of the St. Louis dele- 
gates to the State convention. 
According to figures given out Tues- 

day at Jefferson City by Jesse Tolerton, 
one of the Roosevelt campaign mana- 
gers, Roosevelt already has more than 
600 delegates to the State convention 
instructed for him. This would insure 
Roosevelt the four delegates at large 
from Missouri, with the indorsement of 
the State. Twenty-six of the 36 dele- 
gates from the congressional districts a}- 
ready have been instructed for Roose- 
velt, according to Tolerton, 
In the Republican primaries held in 
18 counties Monday, Roosevelt won 15° 
delegates to the State convention, and 
Taft 43. Jasper County, with 30 dele- 
gates, and Buchanan, with 28, were both 
carried by Roosevelt. In the St. Jo- 
seph primary Roosevelt polled 2108 votes 
and Taft 869. 
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TAFT INSTRUCTIONS 
IN NEW YORK WAIT 





Plan of Compromise, Without 
Definite Order Is Being 
Considered. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 9.—Dele- 
gates to the Republican State conven- 
tion who met here to select four dele- 
gates-at-large to the Chicago convention 
and adopt a platform, were carefully 
canvassed early today to ascertain their 
sentiments regarding an instruction of 
the delegates for President Taft and 
the State leaders agreed that a decision 
probably would not be reached until to- 
night. 

The convention was scheduled to meet 
at 11 o'clock and after hearing the ad-

Machines Out of Order in One 
Chicago Ward and .Many 
Fail to Cast Ballots. 


SUFFRAGE. BATTLE IS HOT 
Some of the Electors in Flooded 


Districts Go to the Polls in 
Boats. 





By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, April 9.—Voters are today 
engaged in casting their ballots at a 
state-wide primary, considered the most 
important in the history of Dlinois. 
The day dawned beautifully and the 
forecast for the State was for fair 
weather. 
Because of the many names on the 
ticket in every district the voting was 
slow and fewer votes were recorded in 
the city and country districts in the 
early hours than is usual. Fair weath- 
er brought out the votes in the country 
districts and campaign managers pre- 
dicted an unprecedented vote. 
Governor Deneen voted in his home 
precinct in the _ thirty-first ward 
shortly before noon. 
Senator Lorimer lil. 
Senator Lorimer - was unable to go 
to the polls because of illness. He 
became ill last night and is in bed 
today with a cold. While his condi- 
tion is not regarded as dangerous he 
may be confined to his home _ for 
several days. 
Hundre’ts sf voters f= the Firat 
Ward left the polls without voting 
hecause of the failure of officials to 
xet the voting machines in operation 
for several hourg after the polis 
opened. 
Mrs. A. O. Erickson, wife of an assist- 
ant State's Attorney, caused confusion 
in the Twenty-third Ward among work- 
ers for woman suffrage, which ts being 
voted on today in Chicago only, by ap- 
pearing at the polls and opposing votes 
for women. 
“Women are too hysterical and nerv- 
ous to vote, in my opinion,”’. said Mrs. 
Erickson. ‘I do not believe they should 
be allowed to cast ballots with men.”’ 
A heavy vote against woman suffrage 
was cast in the river wards, according 
to the reports received. 
Five Aspirants for President. 

The election is.important nationally for 
the reason that it is the first time 
in Illinois a: preferential vote has even 
been cast for President. Preference wil] 
be shown only among the Republicans 
and Democrats. The names of President 
Taft, Theodore Roosevelt and Robert M. 
La Follette appear on the Republicari 
ballot and those of Champ Clark and 
Woodrow Wilson on the Democratic. Ali 
have either made personal campaigns in 
the State or have had representatives 
making them, since the Legislature, in 
extra session 10 days ago, made it possi- 
ble for the preferential presidency vote 
to be held. - 
Republicans, Democrats, Socialists and 
Prohibitionists will nominate by direct 
vote complete State congressional and 
legislative county tickets. A preferential! 
vote also is being taken for United States 
Senator among the Republicans and 
Democrats. Four names apear on the 
Republican ballot and only one on the 
Democratic. 


Some Voters Go in Boats, 
In Cairo it was said that voters were 


making their way to.the polls in many 
instances in boats. In other parts of 
the flooded districts voters experienced | 
much inconventence in reaching the vot- 
ing booths. 

The polls opened at 6 o’clock and will 
close at 5 o’clock this’ afternoon. 

Extensive precautions to prevent fraud 
at the polls here were taken by Coun- 
ty Judge John E. Owens, when 150 pri- 
vate detectives, 53) city detectives and a 
score of investigators employed by. the 
Election Board were assigned ta duty 
at lodging house precincts in the/river 
wards to watch for irregularities. This 
force was augmented later by a corps 
of several hundred university students. 

The first violence reported was in 
the Eighth Congressional District on 
the West Side, where Alderman Joltn 
Powers is opposing the renomination of 
Congressman Thomas Gallagher, a Dem- 
ocrat. Thomas B. O'Brien, a political 
worker for Congressman Gallagher, was 
severely beaten by three unidentified 
men at one of the polling places. No ar- 
rests were made.

respects and partly false in others.” 
Senator Joseph M. Dixon announced 
at the Roosevelt headquarters today 
that he had prepared charges to be 
filed at once with the civil service 
commission, against internal revenue 
department employes and other fed- 
eral officeholders whom the Rooge- 
velt managers charge with undue 
political activity in the Kentucky

FAIRNESS TO ST. LOUIS. 

Railroad managers admit that the bridge toll is 
a gross discrimination. This was frankly admitted 
when the arbitraries on shipments beyond the 
100-mile zone, which made St. Louis a switch 
Station on the railroad map, were abolished after 
a fight for justice extending over nearly a third 
of a century. 

The tolls within the 100-mile zone were re- 
tained, not because the railroads claimed they 
were just, but because they insisted that it was 
Inot expedient at that time to abolish all the 
tolls. There was an understanding with the 
municipal commission, which represented the city 
in the arbitrary negotiations, that all tolls should 
be abolished. The abolition of every toll or spe- 
cial charge within the radius of the Terminal As- 
sociation’s system of bridges and tracks was def- 
initely stated by the committee as an ultimate 
necessity. 

But we have the public admission of the in- 
justice of the toll on coal and the necessity of 
readjusting it from a leading railroad manager. 
On Jan. 16, at the dinner of the Business Men’s 
League, President B. F. Yoakum of the Frisco 
said: 

There is no doubt there should and must be 

a readjustment of the differential now exist- 

ing between the rates on coal to East St. 

Louts amd toe St. Louis. The Frisco Line 

pledges you its continued activity in the mat- 

ter until a substantial and fair reduction in 
the differential shall be an accomplished fact. 

Can the St. Louis railroads afford to main- 
tain an admitted damaging discrimination against 
one of their great shipping centers? Can they af- 
ford to keep at a disadvantage with reference to 
other cities a manufacturing and commercial cen- 
ter of such promise and possibility of prosperous 
activities as St. Louis? Can they afford to enforce 
an unjust charge because they have the power? 

We submit these questions to the representa- 
tives of the railroads in the Terminal Associa- 
tion, who are now considering the abolition of 
the tolls. Would it not be wise to give St. Louis 
justice, and not only gain the good will and 
co-operation of her citizens, but reap the profits 
of the great expansion of industry and commerce 
which will inevitably follow the unshackling of 
St. Louis business?

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PROTECTING CHILDREN. 

With all her earnest nature now engaged in 
waging war on such depravity as she learns 
ot in her settlement work in the slums of Chi- 
cago, Miss’ Jane Addams is likely to be more 
effective through any use she can make of gov- 
ernmental agencies than Anthony Comstock, 
and those associated with him in societies for 
the suppression of vice have ever been. 
| Nevertheless Miss Addams and those to whom 
she appeals in St. Louis and other cities may 
well profit by education from failures, made more 
demoralizing by Comstock’s earnestness. The 
idea that children can be protected by begin- 
ning early to give them a scientific education 
in the meaning and results of vice, contra- 
dicts what has been accepted as conclusive from 
universal experience. The increased interest 
which Comstock’s public efforts aroused in such 
subjects was not “prophylactic,” nor can the 
use of scientific terms make it more so. It might 
threaten the organization of the public school 
system to introduce the Comstock idea in pub- 
lic schools, when under compulsury attendance 
laws, education in .he meaning of vice would 
be made compulsory on all public school pupils. 
Miss Addams may be far better educated in 
every way than Anthony Comstock. Perhaps, 
however, except as educated women are educated 
by. protecting children of their own, they cannot 
qualify as “scientific experts’’ in what protection 
for ehildhood ought to mean. 

Bociety cannot be saved by legal regulation or 
by scientific instruction in vice and its con- 
sequences. Something deeper and finer than that 


is needed.

“Come Back” With Dixon 


Kansas City Man Is Outboxed, Outgeneraled 
and Outhit by “Brooklyn Tommy” 
Interesting Bout.

Referee for St. Leuis A. C, and the 
Post-Dispatch Boxing Authority, 
“Brooklyn Tommy” Sullivan outboxed, 

eutgeneraled and outhit Tommy Dixon of 
Kansas City in their eight-round bout 
before the Irish-American Athletic Club 
Mgnday night and was the winner. This 
match furnished an interesting exhibi- 
tion of good boxing and there was ac- 
tion in every round, though the first 
two were rather tame compared with 
what followed, except the fourth round, 
which was a little slow. 

The first two rounds were devoted 
to feeling each other out and in the 
few exchanges that took place the hit- 
ting was light, neither of the boxers 
caring to risk defeat by tearing in re- 
gardless of consequences. But they set- 
tled down to business in the third round 
and there was some hard jobbing by 
both, indicated at the end by a tiny 
flow of blood from Sullivan’s nose. while 
one of Dixon’s eyes had puffed a 
little. 

Beginning with the fifth round the 
work of both was faster and the hitting 
harder, with Sullivan showing to advan- 
take by using a left jab and right cross 
that he neatly laid to Dixon’s jaw a 
number of times without a return. 

Dixon’s Judgment Is Poor, 

The Kansas City boy was busy, but 
his judgment of distance was not so 
good and many of his right swings land- 
ed on Sullivan’s shoulder or behind it. 
He managed to land a left swing now 
and then to Sullivan’s stomach, but they 
seemed to lack force and did but little 
damage. When Dixon tried to jab he 
would usually be met by a simflar blow 
or receive a hard right cross. 

Sullivan not only showed himself to 
be the harder hitter, but he had more 
speed and science. His footwork, too, 
was better and his judgment of distance 
best. Dixon was aggressive, and came 
to his man fn a fashion that won him 
many friends, and it was largely due 
to his willingness that the bout fur- 
nished entertainment of a high order. 

The engagement was fairly and clean- 
ly boxed, though both had to be warned 
a few times for hitting while holding, 
and for hitting low, but these infrac- 
tions of the rules did not result seri- 
ously, and were not deliberate violations 
but caused by over-anxiety. 

Both Bexers Clinch Often. 

There was more ciincning | at times 
than seemed necessary, and this was 
particularly true of the last round, but 
there was not enough to mar the con- 
test or detract from it as an exhibition 
of scientific boxing. 

The finishing round saw both men try- 
ing hard, with Sullivan directing his 
blows with force and precision... Dixon 
seemed to realize in this round that his 
case was desperate, and fought hard, 
but his efforts were cleverly met by 
Sullivan. 

While in none of the rounds was there 
anything approaching a knockout, both 
the boys showed some signs of battle at 
the end, but no serious damage was 
done, and they finished strong enough to 
have continued. 

Sullivan showed to better advantage 
than he did in his recent bout with Oliver 
Kirk and is rapidly getting back to his 
old-time __ stride. He acknowledged the 
opportunity afforded him to ‘“‘come back’ 
by entering the ring in first-clags condi- 
tion, and his eehibition must have beer.
